CHEMISTRY AT TELSTAR

POLICE REPORT INDICATES - 
VANDALISM COST MAINE ° 
HALF MILLION IN 1976 

The Maine State Police Uniform 
Crime Reporting (UCR) unit re- 
ports, 1,223 people were arrested 
in’ Maine for vandalism costing 
more than $500,000 during 1976. 

According to Robert E. Wag- 
ner, Jr, UCR Supervisor, Maine 
does not collect reported vandal- 
ism complaints, only arrest data; 
however, Pennsylvania does collect 
vandalism reports with 1975 fig- 
ures showing only 11.3% of the 
offenses cleared by arrest, 

Using the 11.3% projected fig- 
ure for. Maine, the vandalism re- 
ports could have been as high as 
11,000 if Maine ‘cleared’ the same 
percentage in 1976; and, with a 
$50 average based on 11,000 re- 
ports, total costs would exceed 
one-half million dollars and prob- 
pably this is-a conservative esti- 
mate,” Wagner said. ° 

Value on vandalism reports vary 
from a few dollars to many thou- 
sands of dollars. 

Of the 900 juveniles arrested 
fo. vandalism, 823 were males and 
77 were females. Handled within 
the local police agency and re- 
leased were 709, referred to ju- 
venile court or probation depart- 
ment were 178, referred to wel- 
fare department were 11, and re- 
el to other police agency were 

0. 

And, of the 323 adults arrested 
for vandalism, 308 were males 
and 15 were females. All adult 
dispositions were adjudicated by 
the Courts. 

(Note: For UCR reporting when 
a juvenile is detained for a crime 
for which he or she would be 
arrested if an adult, it is statis- 
tically counted as an arrest and 
disposition noted.)
